As such, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (b), the ISA/US considers that when an international 
or a national stage application containing claims to different categories of invention unity of 
invention exists if the claims are drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or

3. Accordingly, the main invention (Group I, claim 1) comprises the first recited product, a 
compound or its salt inhibiting the activity of a protein of SEQ ID NO: 1. Since the subsequently 
recited products and methods do not share a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT 
Rule 13.2, then each of such products and methods accordingly defines a separate invention.
